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Heat, drought impacting Lincoln County

STANFORD — After a 
week of heat, including four 
straight days of triple-digit 
highs, at least three fires and 
essentially no rainfall, 
Lincoln County remained 
under burn and fireworks 
bans Monday night. 

Lincoln County Fire Chief 
Danny Glass said unless rain 
shows up in enough force to 
quench the county's parched 
earth, the bans will remain in 
place and the Lincoln County 
Fair will not feature its tradi¬ 
tional July 4 fireworks dis- 
play. 

"We've been holding off as 
long as we could," Glass said 


Monday. "We really hate to 
spoil anyone's fireworks." 

Prior to Lincoln County 
declaring bum and fireworks 
bans Monday morning, the 
cities of Hustonville and 
Stanford had issued their 
own bum and fireworks bans 
last week. Crab Orchard did 
not issue any bans, and a fire¬ 
works display there Friday 
night went off without inci¬ 
dent. 

Fourth of July fun isn't the 
only thing being affected by 
the recent heat wave, which 
caused highs of 101 on 
Thursday, 103 on Friday, 104 
on Saturday and 101 on 
Sunday. 

Lincoln County 

Agricultural Extension Agent 


Dan Grigson said the drought 
conditions in the county are 
getting to a critical point for 
several crops, including hay, 
corn and soy beans. 

Even just a little moisture 
could kick-start hay crops of 
red clover or alfalfa, but 
without rain by the coming 
weekend, corn crops will 
likely suffer severely. Soy 
beans have about 10 days left 
before a lack of rain will 
damage that crop substantial¬ 
ly as well, Grigson said. 

With poor crops, farmers 
will have less feed for their 
livestock and might be 
forced to dip into their winter

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Independence Day, Crab Orchard style 
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Lincoln and Garrard 
considering change 
in 911 funding

LANCASTER — If 
Lincoln and Garrard fiscal 
courts approve, 911 service 
for the two counties may 
soon be paid for by a fee on 
water bills instead of phone 
bills. 

Bluegrass 911, the joint 
emergency 911 call center 
that covers Garrard and 
Lincoln counties, has been 
losing income for years as 
more and more people drop 
landlines in favor of cell 
phones. 

While landlines are 
charged several dollars per 
month for 911 center fund¬ 
ing, the money paid to the 
911 center by cell phone 
companies only works out to 
about 30 cents per phone, 
board member Daryl Day 
said. 

In order to maintain 911 
funding, the proposal on the 
table is to end the 911 sur¬ 
charge on landlines and 
begin charging it on water 
meters instead. 

Day said the change would 
be more equitable because 
under the current funding 
system, landline users — 
largely older people — are 
covering far more than their 
fair share of 911 costs, even 
though people with cell 
phones often make far more 
911 calls. 

In order for Bluegrass 
91 l's plan to take effect, the 
fiscal courts of Lincoln and 
Garrard counties have to 
pass an ordinance removing 
the phone-line surcharge and 
implementing a per-water- 
meter charge expected to be 
around $2.50. 


Garrard County Fiscal 
Court has passed the first 
reading of its ordinance; 
Lincoln Fiscal Court is 
expected to consider a first 
reading at its July 10 meet¬ 
ing. 

Garrard County Judge- 
Executive and Bluegrass 911 
board member John Wilson 
said the board believes state 
law gives the counties 
authority to move the charge 
onto water bills, but as an 
extra precaution, he will be 
organizing a lawsuit that will 
cause the relevant state law 
to be brought before a judge 
for a ruling. 

Day said no one has ever 
tried to place 911 surcharges 
on anything except phone 
lines before. 

The lawsuit will allow the 
counties to either get a ruling 
giving them "something to 
stand on" or know before its 
too late that the courts won't 
support the move, Day said. 

Wilson said it’s important 
to make sure moving the tax 
to water bills is constitution¬ 
al because if someone were 
to sue down the road, even 
years from now, and the tax 
was ruled unconstitutional, 
Bluegrass 911 would have to 
pay back all the money it had 
taken in from the tax. 

Some have expressed con¬ 
cern about potential public

CRAB ORCHARD — 
Lincoln residents hoping to 
beat the heat with a visit to 
the beach on Cedar Creek 
Lake will now have to find 
somewhere else to cool off. 

While the beach has been 
closed and swimming pro¬ 
hibited for years, the closure 


has not been enforced and 
the small sandy shore near 
U.S. 150 is regularly visited 
by many people. 

But beginning a few days 
ago, state Fish and Wildlife 
officials began enforcing 
the closure, telling beach- 
goers the beach is closed. 

John Williams with Fish 
and Wildlife said several 
recent incidents involving 


law enforcement at the 
beach and lake caused the 
crackdown. 

Trash has been an issue at 
the beach, and there have 
also been problems with the 
location being used as a 
"party spot," Williams said. 

"People use it as an ash

Stolen Valor 
ruling win 
for speech

Last Thursday’s Supreme 
Court decision in United 
States v. Alvarez is a victory 
for free speech and common 
sense. 

The Supreme Court in a 6- 
to-3 vote struck down the 
Stolen Valor Act, which made 
it a crime to falsely claim 
military honors. The Court 
concluded that the act violat¬ 
ed the First Amendment by 
criminalizing lies without a 
showing of fraud or other 
criminal conduct. 

“Permitting the govern¬ 
ment to decree this speech to 
be a criminal offense, 
whether shouted from the 
rooftops or made in a barely 
audible whisper, would 
endorse government authority 
to compile a list of subjects 
about which false statements 
are punishable. That govern¬ 
mental power has no clear 
limiting principal. Our consti¬ 
tutional tradition stands 
against the idea that we need 
Oceania’s Ministry of Truth,” 
Justice Anthony Kennedy 
wrote in the plurality opinion. 

That reference to George 
Orwell’s novel 1984 is appro¬ 
priate. The Stolen Valor Act 
would have given govern¬ 
ment the right to weigh the 
truth or falsity of someone’s 
statement and prosecute the 
person even if no one had 
been defrauded and the liar 
had obtained no material ben¬ 
efits. 

Xavier Alvarez, the defen¬ 
dant in the case, has quite a 
track record of lying. He once 
claimed to have played hock¬ 
ey for the Detroit Red Wings 
and to have married a starlet. 
But those paled in compari¬ 
son to his biggest lie: claim¬ 
ing to have been awarded the 
Medal of Honor. 

That’s when he ran afoul of 


the Stolen Valor Act, which 
proponents claimed would 
uphold the honor of those 
who legitimately received the 
medal. 

But the law ran afoul of the 
Constitution by requiring no 
more than an untruthful state¬ 
ment about military honors, 
regardless of setting, audience 
or whether the liar intended 
to defraud. 

The Supreme Court 
reviewed the rare instances in 
which mere speech can lead 
to prosecution in this country. 
Content-based limits on free 
expression are tied to crimi¬ 
nal fraud, perjury, incitement 
of violence or defamation of 
others. Self-aggrandizement 
is not on the list. 

“A public database of 
Medal of Honor winners 
would have much the same 
deterrent effect as this flawed 
law,” Kennedy noted. People 
claiming honors they didn’t 
earn could be quickly 
exposed, and liars would face 
the appropriate penalty: pub¬ 
lic humiliation. 

If Congress wants to pur¬ 
sue punishment of false mili¬ 
tary claims, it need only 
redraft the law so that it 
includes a requirement of 
defrauding for personal gain. 
That allows prosecution of 
the con artist and not the bar¬ 
room braggart. 

As Kennedy points out, 
“Were this law to be sus¬ 
tained, there could be an end¬ 
less list of subjects that 
national government or the 
states could single out.” 

The Court refused to 
embrace the government’s 
theory that lies, without more, 
could be criminalized. 

Today’s decision keeps 1984 
in the past and not the future.

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50 years later, how school-prayer ruling changed U.S. 


Fifty years ago this week, 
on June 25, 1962, the U.S. 
Supreme Court declared 
school-sponsored prayers 
unconstitutional in the land¬ 
mark case Engel v. Vitale. 

Public outrage was imme¬ 
diate and widespread. For 
millions of Americans, the 
Court had “kicked God out 
of the schools,” to use a 
phrase that has entered the 
culture-war lexicon. 

Five decades later, Engel 
continues to be reviled by a 
good number of televange¬ 
lists and politicians who 
take every opportunity to 
rail against the “godless 
public schools.” 

Eliminating school-spon¬ 
sored prayer, they argue, set 
America on the road to 
moral and spiritual ruin. 

Over the years, the 
absence of “school prayer” 
has been linked to almost 
every social ill, from 
schoolhouse shootings to 
drug addiction.

One popular YouTube 
video asks why God doesn’t 
do something about the ter¬ 
rible things happening to 
our students in public 
schools - and a deep voice 
replies in ominous tones, “I 
am not allowed in schools.” 

That the high court’s 
prayer ruling is to blame for 
America’s decline makes a 
compelling narrative, rais¬ 
ing millions of dollars for 
advocacy groups year after 
year. 

But here’s the catch: It 
isn’t true. 

Let’s start by stating the 
obvious: The moral state of 
the union can’t be correlat¬ 
ed to the frequency of gov¬ 
ernment prayers in schools 


or anywhere else. After all, 
in the era of daily teacher- 
led prayers, America had 
any number of social ills, 
including segregated public 
schools. 

Just as it would be 
absurd to blame teacher-led 
prayer for racism or other 
moral failures in the 1950s, 
it makes no sense to blame 
the absence of such prayers 
for our moral failures 
today. 

But the Big Lie in the 
school-prayer debate is the 
false charge that the 
Supreme Court expelled 
God or eliminated praying 
from public schools. In 
reality, the Court has never 
banned prayers in schools - 
in Engel or in any other 
decision. 

Instead, the Court ruled 
that, under the establish¬ 
ment clause of the First 
Amendment, “it is no part 
of the business of govern¬ 
ment to compose official 


prayers for any group of 
the American people to 
recite as a part of a reli¬ 
gious program carried on 
by government.” 

In other words, state- 
sponsored prayers in 
schools are unconstitution¬ 
al. Students, on the other 
hand, are fully free to pray 
in public schools - alone or 
in groups, as long as they 
don’t disrupt the school or 
interfere with the rights of 
others. 

It’s true that in the after- 
math of the Engel decision, 
some school administrators 
took things too far by pro¬ 
hibiting constitutionally 
protected student religious 
expression. Of course, 
other administrators and 
school boards practiced 
civil disobedience by con¬ 
tinuing school-sponsored 
religious practices in defi¬ 
ance of the Court’s ruling. 

But in recent decades, 
most public school officials 


have begun to get religion 
- and prayer - right. They 
(finally) understand the dif¬ 
ference between govern¬ 
ment speech promoting 
religion - which the estab¬ 
lishment clause prohibits - 
and student religious 
speech, which the free- 
exercise and free-speech 
clauses protect. 

Visit most public schools 
today and you are likely to 
see students praying around 
the flagpole, attending reli¬ 
gious club meetings, giving 
each other religious litera¬ 
ture, saying grace before 
lunch, talking about their 
faith in class discussions 
and in other ways express¬ 
ing their religious convic¬ 
tions. 

In fact, there is more stu¬ 
dent religious expression in 
public schools today than at 
any time since the 19th 
century. Far from being 
“kicked out,” God goes to 
school today through the 


First Amendment door. 

Critics of the Court’s rul¬ 
ing in Engel v. Vitale do 
have one thing right: The 
decision changed America 
- just not in the way they 
think. 

Gone are the days when 
one faith (historically 
Protestant Christianity) 
dominated the public 
schools and the public 
square. Today, thanks in no 
small measure to Engel, we 
are closer than ever to the 
full religious freedom envi¬ 
sioned by the First 
Amendment - a level play¬ 
ing field for people of all 
faiths and none.

Since 1776, the 
day has been enthusiasti¬ 
cally celebrated through¬ 
out this land with flourish¬ 
es of oratory, big parades 
and dazzling displays of 
fireworks. This celebrat¬ 
ing is the response of 
grateful citizens who 
appreciate the work of the 
56 Founding Fathers who 
risked their lives, their 
fortunes, and their sacred 
honor to prepare and sign 
the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The Declaration of 
Independence is a short 
document with long and 
lasting effects. That docu¬ 
ment broke relations 
between Great Britain and 
the thirteen original 
American colonies and 
became, as Abraham 
Lincoln said at 
Gettysburg, the founda¬ 
tion of “a new nation, con¬ 
ceived in liberty, and ded¬ 
icated to the proposition 
that all men are created 
equal.” 

Beyond the oratory, the 
parades, and the fire¬ 
works, there is another, 
and maybe, a more mean¬ 
ingful way to experience 
the significance of 
Independence Day. This 


special day can, and 
should, be observed with a 
period of quiet reflection 
upon the Declaration of 
Independence and its sig¬ 
nificance. This noble doc¬ 
ument, 236 years old, is 
short; it contains a mere 
1,346 words that can be 
read in a few minutes. But 
those powerful words say 
much to those who take 
the time to read and think 
about them. 

This historic document 
affirms that all persons 
“are created equal.” 
Therefore, no one has a 
superior rank. Everyone is 
“endowed by their Creator 
with certain unalienable 
rights,” and 

“Governments are institut¬ 
ed among men” to secure 
these rights. These gov¬ 
ernments derive “their just 
powers from the consent 
of the governed.” When 
“any form of government 
becomes destructive of 
these ends, it is the Right 
of the People to alter or 
abolish it, and to institute 
a new Government.” 
Then, there is an underly¬ 
ing principle: ’’Prudence, 
indeed, will dictate, that 
Governments long estab¬ 
lished should not be 
changed for light and tran¬ 
sient causes.” 

These basic principles 
are the solid foundation of 
our country. So may it 
ever be.

Melanoma is the most 
serious type of skin cancer, 
with more than 50,000 peo¬ 
ple in the U.S. diagnosed 
each year. It is one of the 
most common cancers in 
young adults ages 25-29, and 
can be life-threatening. If it is 
not found early, it can grow 
deeper into the skin and 
spread to other parts of the 
body, at which point it is dif¬ 
ficult to treat. The good news, 
though, is that if melanoma is 
found and treated in its early 
stages, the chances of recov¬ 
ery are very high. 

Melanoma begins in skin 
cells called melanocytes, 
which produces the skin pig¬ 
ment melanin. Melanin also 
protects the deeper layers of 
the skin from the sun’s harm¬ 
ful ultraviolet rays. When 
you spend time outside in the 
sun, or when you are exposed 
to other forms of ultraviolet 
light such as in a tanning bed, 
your melanocytes make more 
melanin, which causes your 
skin to tan. If your skin 
receives too much ultraviolet 
light, the melanocytes can 
begin growing abnormally. 
This creates cancerous cells. 

Often, the first sign of 
melanoma is a change in size, 
shape or color of a mole. It 
can also appear on the body

as a new mole. In women, 
melanoma often develops on 
the lower legs, while in men 
it tends to show up on the 
upper body, between the 
shoulders and hips or on 
the head and neck. 
Individuals with dark skin 
will often see the first signs 
of melanoma under their 
fingernails or toenails, on 
the palms of their hands or 
on the soles of their feet. 
Melanoma can occur any¬ 
where on the skin, howev¬ 
er, which makes it impor¬ 
tant for you to perform a 
regular full examination of 
your skin to check for new 
or changed moles. 

While anyone exposed 
to a lot of sunlight or ultra¬ 
violet radiation is at risk 
for melanoma, some people 
are subject to more risk 
factors than others. Even if 
you are dark-skinned or tan 
without burning, you are at 
risk of melanoma. The dis¬ 
ease sometimes runs in 
families, so if you have two 
or more close relatives who 
have had melanoma, you 
have an increased risk of 
developing it yourself. 
Additionally, increased risk 
of melanoma is associated 
with certain mole patterns or 
having more than 50 ordinary 
moles.

stockpiles. No matter how you 
spin it, the drought means bad 
times for farmers, Grigson said. 

’’Rather than selling a 500- 
pound calf in October, they 
may be selling a 300-pound 
calf,’’ he said. 

Even though isolated thun¬ 
derstorms rolled through cen¬ 
tral Kentucky Sunday, rain 
largely missed Lincoln County. 

Hustonville Mayor Marc 
Spivey said his city saw a sprin¬ 
kling Sunday evening but not 
enough for him to lift the city’s 
burn and fireworks bans. 

The weather caused power 
outages across the state, as 
wind littered roads with branch¬ 
es and leaves. 

Kentucky Utilities Media

DANVILLE — A Boyle County 
grand jury indicted Thomas Hager 
Jr. on four charges June 26 in con¬ 
nection with a May 21 shooting in 
Danville that left two men dead and 
another wounded. 

The grand jury charged Hager 
with two counts of murder and and 
one count each of first-degree 
assault and tampering with physi¬ 
cal evidence. 

Hager is accused of shooting to 
death Ted Sparks, 54, of Danville 
and Mark Snyder, 21, of 
Waynesburg at Sparks’ residence at 
477 High St. The murder charges 
are capital offenses, meaning the 
death penalty is a possible punish¬ 
ment. 

Hager also is accused of shooting 
Phillip White, 37, of Lancaster, 
who survived, and attempting to 
conceal evidence in the crimes. 

According to police, Hager, 39, 
of Danville, confessed to shooting 
Sparks, Snyder, who was engaged 
to Sparks’ daughter, and White. 

White, who has continued to 
recover from his injuries, told 
police he arrived at the home and 
saw Hager holding Sparks and 
Synder at gunpoint. White was shot 
while attempting to escape by 
jumping out a first-story window. 

Police later located Hager at his 
duplex in the Village Apartments

off Stanford Road. 

A time has not been set for 
Hager’s arraignment in Boyle 
Circuit Court, but 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Richie 
Bottoms said it likely will be July 
10 . 

Hager originally was represented 
by public defender Susanne 


McCollough, but according to her 
office, the case has been referred to 
Aaron Currin with the Capital 
Trials Branch of the Lexington 
Public Defender’s Office. Hager is 
being held without bond at the 
Boyle County Detention Center. 

The murder cases are eligible for 
capital punishment, but Bottoms 
said it is too early to say whether he 
will pursue the death penalty. He 
said he needs to meet with mem¬ 
bers of the victims’ families, some¬ 
thing he has yet to do, to make 
decisions about how to proceed. 

Authorities have not released 
many details about the case since 
the days following the shootings, 
but affidavits filed earlier this 
month by Danville police to obtain 
search warrants for cell phones of 
both Hager and the victims reveal 
some of what Hager told law 
enforcement after his arrest. 

According to the court docu¬ 
ments, police obtained warrants for 
several of Hager’s cell phones, as 
well as phones found with Sparks 
and Snyder after they were killed. 
One of the affidavits states Hager 
told police about two different 
phones, including one used by 
Hager’s girlfriend Sammie Brown, 
but officers found a third phone he 
had not told them about during a 
search of his apartment. 

Several of the documents make 
reference to statements Hager 
made about a phone call Sparks 


made to him prior to the shootings. 
Hager apparently told police the 
call was “in order to arrange a 
meeting between the two of them at 
Mr. Sparks’ residence in order to 
discuss a possible drug transac¬ 
tion.” 

The affidavit for a warrant to 
search Snyder’s phone stated Hager 
told police Snyder was at Sparks’ 
home when he arrived May 21 and 
that Snyder “had been involved 
with both Hager and Mr. Sparks in 
drug transactions in the past.” 

White told police he also placed 
a call to Sparks just before he 
arrived at 477 High St. According 
to the affidavit, Hager said he was 
in Sparks’ home with Sparks and 
Snyder when Sparks received a 
phone call that “seemed to be per¬ 
taining to a drug transaction.” 

Hager said Sparks told the per¬ 
son on the phone to come to the 
residence, and a short time later 
White arrived. “This was just prior 
to the point where Mr. Sparks, Mr. 
Snyder and Mr. White were all 
shot,” the affidavit states. 

The phones were sent to the 
Kentucky State Police Electronics 
Crime Branch for processing. 

Police have said since the inves¬ 
tigation began they believed the 
shootings were drug-related but 
have not elaborated on how drugs 
were involved, how the victims and 
Hager knew one another, or what 
led to the shootings.

Glass said the U.S. Forestry 
Service dug a trench perime¬ 
ter around the fire to help 
contain it. 

A burned tree fell across 
the trench Friday morning, 
but firefighters were able to 
quickly extinguish the 
escaped fire, Glass said. 
Since then, the Forestry 
Service has doubled the 
width of the trench along 
portions of the perimeter 
where fire has threatened to 
cross over. 

Glass said he has gotten a 


large volume of calls from 
people reporting that the fire 
is spreading dangerously and 
in some cases approaching 
homes, but all of those calls 
have proven to be false tips. 

Glass said he doesn’t know 
how long it will be before 
the fire can be put out. 

Firefighters also helped 
deal with a fire at a logging 
site along Hazelett Hollow 
Road on Friday. 

Glass said it appears 
someone had a campfire and 
had put something like 
diesel fuel on the fire that 
had then seeped down into 
the ground, allowing the fire 


to spread through the wood 
pieces covering the ground. 

The Division of Forestry 
took part in battling that fire 
too, Glass said. Firefighters 
had to attend to the fire on 
Friday and come back out 
Saturday, but Glass said as 
far as he knows, the blaze 
has now been extinguished. 

Hustonville Elementary 
roof fire extinguished 

HUSTONVILLE — The 
recent heat wave may be 
partially to blame for a 
small roof fire at 
Hustonville Elementary 


School Saturday afternoon. 

Hustonville Mayor Marc 
Spivey and Lincoln 
schools Superintendent 
Karen Hatter said a plastic 
bag of trash that had been 
left on the school’s roof by 
construction workers spon¬ 
taneously combusted, 
prompting neighbors to 
call 911 with reports of 
flames shooting out the top 
of the school. 

Hatter said firefighters 
extinguished the flaming 
trash, but not before heat 
caused a seam in the roof 
to separate, allowing some 
of the water used by fire¬ 


fighters to leak through 
into a classroom. 

Spivey estimated the fire 
left a three-foot-wide burn 
mark on the roof. 

No one was present at 
the school when the fire 
started. Hatter said the 
school has not filed an 
insurance claim yet and 
there is no estimate of the 
cost of damage to the 
school, but it isn’t very 
serious. 

’’Really, there’s no struc¬ 
tural damage," she said. 

Volunteer firefighters 
from Hustonville were first 
on the scene in the depart¬ 


ment’s new $85,000 fire 
truck, Spivey said. 

”It (the new truck) 
worked awesome,” he 
added. ”Our firefighters — 
I cannot give them enough 
praise. They did a wonder¬ 
ful job. ... It could have 
been a bad situation if our 
firefighters had not taken 
care of the situation.” 

Lincoln Fire Chief 
Danny Glass said county 
firefighters also initially 
responded to the scene, but 
within a few minutes their 
response was cancelled 
because the situation was 
under control.

tray for their cigarettes,” he 
said. 

Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said a 
recent incident where an 
infant got water in its lungs 
and stopped breathing was 
one problem at the beach 
that drew the attention of 
Fish and Wildlife. 

Adams said when the 
beach was initially con¬ 
structed many years ago, the 
county failed to understand 
the costs that would be 
required to keep the beach 
maintained and open. 

Officials at the time 
thought they ’’could develop 
a beach with just sand, more 
or less,” Adams said. 

Fish and Wildlife, which 
owns the entirety of the lake 
including a 300-foot buffer 
zone from the high-water 
mark, leased the beach area 
to the county, but soon after 
the sand was put in, the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services shut the 
beach down due to a lack of 


restrooms, lifeguards and 
other requirements. 

The signs prohibiting use 
of the beach haven’t stopped 
people from using it — 
more than a dozen people 
were swimming in the lake, 
floating on noodles and sit¬ 
ting on the beach Friday 
afternoon around 3 p.m. 

Now things have reached 
a point where enforcement 
is necessary, Adams said. 

"It’s getting to be a real 
danger out there," he said. 
"It’s gotten to be a pretty 
nasty place from what I’ve 
been told." 

Adams said Lincoln 
Fiscal Court will hold a spe¬ 
cial called meeting Tuesday 
to discuss the beach and he 
expects the court will vote 
against spending any money 
to fix up the beach. 

In order to open the 
beach, the county would 
have to cover the costs of 
installing and maintaining 
bathrooms and a permanent 
phone, hiring lifeguards, 
roping off areas and "all 
kinds of equipment,” he 
said.

anger over what appears to 
be a new tax. 

Wilson said a man who 
was opposed to the change 
recently attended a Garrard 
Fiscal Court meeting, but 
after having the rationale 
explained, the man said he 
thought it was a good idea.

Old scrap yard site turning green 


Formerly contaminated 
land in Crab Orchard now 
landscaped, walkable

CRAB ORCHARD 
After seven years of dealing 
with contaminated land left 
behind by a scrap yard along 
Crab Orchard’s main thor¬ 
oughfare, the scenery across 
from city hall is looking a lit¬ 
tle greener. 

But the city’s mayor isn’t 


saying anything about it — 
at least not yet. 

The former salvage yard 
property, previously prohib¬ 
ited from use by the EPA, 
has been transformed into 
the beginnings of a park, 
with young plants growing 
in landscaped areas, a walk¬ 
ing path and a basketball 
court. 

Records from the EPA 


show Crab Orchard received 
a $200,000 grant in 2010 for 
clean-up of a former scrap 
metal site, but Mayor Billy 
Shelton declined to discuss 
the changes, how they were 
made possible or what role 
the grant played. 

Shelton told a Crab 
Orchard city hall employee 
to tell the Interior Journal 
he wanted to wait until an 
official ribbon-cutting cer¬ 
emony before he talked 
about the park. 

No date has been set for 
the ribbon-cutting. 

In 2005, Cecil King 
closed his scrap yard busi-

Man involved in off-road 
chase indicted in Lincoln

STANFORD — A Pulaski 
County man who led 
authorities on an off-road 
pursuit up a creek May 31 
was indicted June 22 by a 
Lincoln County grand jury. 

Rodney H. Davis, of 3790 
Ky. 70 in Eubank, faces one 
count of possession of a 
handgun by a felon, one 
count of possession of a 
firearm by a convicted 
felon, two counts of first- 
degree criminal mischief 


and one count of second- 
degree fleeing and evading 
police. 

Pulaski Sheriff John 
Wood told The Interior 
Journal June 1 that a pair of 
his deputies were helping a 
probation and parole officer 
locate Davis, who was 
wanted for violating his 
parole. 

After one of the deputies 
spotted Davis in a pickup 
truck, Davis fled, driving 
along roads and going off¬ 
road multiple times along 
the Lincoln and Pulaski 


county line, Wood said. 

Davis drove his truck up a 
creek before a Pulaski 
deputy side-swiped his 
vehicle, forcing him to stop. 

Davis was initially jailed 
for violating his parole. 
Wood said at the time that a 
handgun and a rifle were 
found in Davis’ truck and 
the Pulaski Sheriffs Office 
would be working with the 
Lincoln County 

Commonwealth’s attorney 
on charges relating to the 
pursuit because it occurred 
in Lincoln County. 


ness, a decades-old main¬ 
stay of downtown Crab 
Orchard, and gifted the 
land to the city. 

King received a 
$400,000 tax-deductible 
write-off for the donation, 
and the city got a piece of 
property it had eyed for a 
while. 

But after Crab Orchard 
took ownership, the 
Kentucky Department of 
Environmental Regulation 
and the Environmental 
Protection Agency deter¬ 
mined that the soil on the 
property was contaminated 
with many different toxic 


and dangerous chemicals, 
including polycyclic hydro¬ 
carbon chemicals, known 
as PAHs, that are often pro¬ 
duced by motor vehicle 
components. 

The EPA ruled the site 
could not be used until the 
contamination was cleaned 
up through the removal of 
several feet of topsoil and 
covering of the land with 
fresh, safe soil or pavement. 

Without money for the 
expensive clean-up, Crab 
Orchard couldn’t fulfill the 
requirements to make the 
land usable again, but the 
site was made part of the 


EPA’s Brownfields Program, 
according to newspaper 
archives. 

The EPA Brownfields 
Program identifies and 
works to restore contaminat¬ 
ed sites so they can be used 
again, and provides various 
grants to make that restora¬ 
tion possible. 

Crab Orchard had applied 
for but failed to receive a 
Brownfields grant in 2009, 
but was applying again that 
year, according to newspaper 
archives.

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 

Establish smallplots of clover to improve deer, turkey hunting 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - 
Establishing small plots of 
clover throughout your hunt¬ 
ing area can pay big dividends 
during deer and wild turkey 
seasons. 

Summer is a good time to 
start preparations for an initial 
planting in the fall. 

“If managed correctly, 
stands of clover can last for 
three to five years without re¬ 
seeding,” said Chris Grasch, a 
private lands biologist who 
works in the Bluegrass Region 
for the Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources. “Plots can be as 
small as %- to x A-acre in size 
and should be located where 
there’s full sun at least part of 
the day.” 

Clover needs to be mowed 
periodically, at least once a 


year, and doesn’t thrive in 
shady areas. This perennial 
cool-season legume helps 
increase soil fertility and pro¬ 
vides an almost year-round 
source of high quality forage 
for deer. Clover starts growing 
in the early spring and lasts 
until it is killed back by the 
heaviest frosts of late fall. 

The first step in this habitat 
improvement project is to find 
the right area to establish a plot 
and prepare the soil for plant¬ 
ing. 

Secluded woods openings 
are especially attractive to deer 
because they feel safe feeding 
there in the late afternoons, 
offering good opportunities for 
close shots. 

One option is to locate the 
plot at the edge of a field or 
existing opening that deer are 


already using. Make sure your 
tree stand or ground blind can 
be located within easy shoot¬ 
ing range. 

A second option, which is 
especially important for bow 
hunting deer, is creating a 
wildlife opening between 
heavy cover, where deer are 
known to bed, and the travel 
routes they take through adja¬ 
cent woodlands. 

Pick a level spot with decent 
soil fertility. Old fields covered 
with weeds, brush or small 
trees can be cleared using hand 
tools, a chainsaw or mower. A 
tiller can also be used to pre¬ 
pare the area for planting. 

If the area is covered with 
fescue, Grasch recommends 
using herbicide to kill back the 
tall grass. 

“If the site already has some 


clover, there are herbicides 
available that will kill the fes¬ 
cue without harming the 
clover,” he said. 

A chemical-free option is 
solarization, which uses the 
heat of the sun to kill the grass, 
vegetation or weed seeds in 
the soil. On a sunny summer 
day, place sheets of clear plas¬ 
tic on the ground and weigh 
them down with rocks on each 
comer. The extreme heat that 
develops under the plastic will 
kill grass and weeds down to 
their roots in a few days. 

Conduct a soil test to meas¬ 
ure the nutrient levels — nitro¬ 
gen (N), phosphoms (P), and 
potassium (K) — and pH level 
(acidity) of the soil. Soil test 
kits are available at most farm 
stores. Follow directions care¬ 
fully. 


Consider using 10-10-10, a 
formulation commonly avail¬ 
able in 50-pound bags, if fertil¬ 
izer needs to be added to your 
plot. Both fertilizer and agri¬ 
cultural lime are available in 
pellet form for easy applica¬ 
tion with a hand-crank spread¬ 
er. 

“If fertilizer needs to be 
added to the site, I suggest cut¬ 
ting the amount in half from 
what is recommended for crop 
production,” said Grasch. “But 
don’t skimp on the amount of 
lime that is recommended; low 
pH is usually the issue with 
our soils.” 

Winter wheat is a good 
choice for an initial planting in 
the fall because it’s high pro¬ 
tein is easily digestible by 
wildlife and makes a good 
nurse crop for clover. It grows 


best when the soil has a pH of 
5.8 to 6.5. 

“Winter wheat should be 
planted from Aug. 15 to Oct. 
15 and you might try mixing 
in some clover seed,” said 
Grasch. “I recommend plant¬ 
ing ladino (white) with some 
medium red clover.” 

Clover can also be planted 
the following year in February 
or early March. Seed can be 
spread on a cover of light 
snow, or in advance of light 
rain or snow. The freezing and 
thawing action helps the seed 
move down into the soil so it 
can germinate and become 
established quickly. 

Use these long summer 
days to plant a patch of clover 
and improve your deer hunting 
this fall.

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FARM FACTS

Drought management must do’s 


The rains the last couple 
of weeks have been great. 
However, we are not out of 
the drought yet. Even if we 
were to catch up on the 
rain, then we still have the 
consequences of the spring 
and early summer drought 
conditions hanging around 
until next spring. Between 
the April drought and the 
current drought our hay 
supply is very low. Our 
pastures have not been 
productive for three 
weeks. Most of our pas¬ 
tures are fescue and 
orchardgrass based and 
since both of these grasses 
are of the cool season type 
then they haven’t grown 
because air temperatures 
have been above 80 
degrees and it hasn’t 
rained any to cool the soil 
down to keep them grow¬ 
ing. These cool season 
grasses usually only grow 
good March 10 - June 10. 
That’s why we encourage 
you to add red clover and 
Alfalfa to pastures as they 
grow in summer. The end 
result has been low pro¬ 
duction which has led to 
overgrazing which will 
lead to our pastures being 
less productive next year 
unless we do some work 
on them this fall and win¬ 
ter. 

For now I want to share 
with you some ways to 
manage the beef herd now 
and for the months ahead. 

•Feed hay and silage 
now. Pull cattle into one 
pasture and sacrifice it. 
Don’t destroy all your pas¬ 
tures by overgrazing. Start 
feeding cows on full feed 
of hay or silage and do that 
until the pasture have 
grown back to 10 inches 
tall. I know it’s your winter 
feed but the “momma” 
cows need to produce milk 
for the calf to grow for you 
to have pounds to sell. 
Don’t sacrifice calf gains 
and income, feed them hay 
now. 

•Summer Creep Feeding 

One of the most prof¬ 
itable times to creep feed 
calves is during a summer 
drought. The decision to 
creep calves centers 
around whether the cost of 
creep feeding is less than 


the value added to the calf 
at sales time. There is a 
variety of rations that can 
be fed to calves. Since for¬ 
age availability is low, 
then you should use a high 
energy creep. Once the 
calves are consuming a 
pound, or more of creep 
feed, use a 5-10 percent 
salt mixture to limit con¬ 
sumption. Watch the con¬ 
sumption and adjust the 
salt mix to meet your tar¬ 
get consumption. The best 
economic advantage for 
creep feeding comes when 
you creep feed just the 45 
days prior to weaning, so 
select your weaning date 
and start creep feeding 45 
days before. 

•Early Weaning-Early 
weaning can help both the 
cow and calf during 
drought periods. At four 
months of age, the calf is 
getting only 20-40 percent 
of its energy requirement 
from the cow. Early 
weaned calves fed in a 
drylot or supplemented on 
pasture can gain 0.5 to 1.0 
pounds faster than nursing 
calves. 

Early weaning allows 
for two things. First the 
nutritional requirements 
for the cows are reduced 
by one third to one half 
when the calves are 
weaned. Cows can now be 
moved to lower quality 
forages or be culled and 
sold. This also allows the 
calves to be moved to the 
remaining high-quality 
forage. Better forage cou¬ 
pled with supplemental 
creep feeding will allow 
calves to achieve neces¬ 
sary growth needed at sale 
time. I suggest you take a 
hard look at late July or 
early August weaning of 
your calves. 

•Smart Herd Reduction- 
When feed resources are 
getting short, one solution 
is to critically evaluate the 
members of the herd and 
eliminate those that are not 
working but are using up 
your resources. Critically 
evaluate the physical 
attributes of the individual 
cows. Consider culling 
those cows with bad phys¬ 
ical attributes-udders, legs, 
eyes, etc. Cull the cows on 


their reproduction efficien¬ 
cy. Palpate the herd and 
cull the open cows. Next, 
look at your records and 
cull those cows who have 
not calved every 12 
months or are extremes 
(too early or too late) in 
your breeding and calving 
season. 

Critically evaluate the 
replacement heifer crop. 
Decide what is the mini¬ 
mum number of heifers 
you will need next year 
and sell the rest. Also, 
evaluate your bulls. If 
they are getting old and 
need to be replaced, sell 
them now and plan on 
purchasing a better bull 
before next breeding sea¬ 
son. 

•Parasite Control-Cattle 
under nutritional and heat 
stress are less resistant to 
parasites than under nor¬ 
mal conditions. Strategic 
deworming during a 
drought will relieve some 
of the nutritional stress on 
the animal and “clean up” 
the herd for the fall and 
winter. There are many 
dewormers on the market 
that come in various 
forms: mixed in salt and 
supplements, injectable, 
pour-on, bolus, paste or 
drench. Consult your vet¬ 
erinarian for help develop¬ 
ing a quality health pro¬ 
gram. 

•Herd Segregation- 
Heifers and calves are not 
able to compete with 
mature cattle for pasture or 
supplemental feed. 

Drought feed is costly and 
it is important to feed only 
those animals who really 
need it. Segregating ani¬ 
mals gives each class a 
better chance of getting 
needed feed supplies. 
Vulnerable classes can be 
segregated and given pref¬ 
erential treatment. The 
older dry cows can be 
moved to the poorer forage 
fields.

Summer watering tips 


When summer weather 
heats up with no sign of rain, 
gardeners hook up the water 
hose to give their thirsty 
landscapes a drink. It seems 
like a simple enough task, 
but there are some tips to 
help you get the most from 
your efforts. 

Plants benefit more from 
occasional heavy watering 
than from frequent shallow 
watering. Water equal to 
about one inch of rain pene¬ 
trates the soil to a depth of 
about six inches which is 
enough to sustain most plants 
for a week. Light watering 
generally wets the soil to a 
depth of only an inch or less. 
This top inch of soil may 
hold some of the plant’s 
roots, but it will dry very rap¬ 
idly. That means the water is 
not available to the plant for 
very long. It is much more 
effective to water less fre¬ 


quently and more thorough¬ 
ly. During hot weather, some 
plants will wilt toward the 
end of the day - this is nor¬ 
mal even if the soil has 
enough moisture. Look at 
plants in the morning for 
signs of drought stress (wilt¬ 
ing, cupping of leaves, 
rolling of grass blades) and 
apply water when these signs 
are present. Wait until the 
next morning if you only see 
these signs at night. 

When you need to water 
your landscape, use a hose 
attachment to apply water to 
the base of the plant. A noz¬ 
zle with multiple settings 
breaks the water into finer 
droplets that soak more easi¬ 
ly into the soil. Apply water 
for several minutes before 
moving the hose to the next 
area. You can check with a 
hand spade to see how far 
down the soil has gotten 


moist. Try to apply enough 
water to soak to a depth of 
six inches. Soaker or drip 
hoses also are an efficient 
and effective way to water 
large areas. Plan to run this 
type of irrigation system for 
several hours to accomplish a 
thorough watering. 

Morning is the best time to 
take care of any overhead 
watering. This gives wet 
foliage a chance to dry in the 
sun. Flowers, leaves and 
stems that stay wet for sever¬ 
al hours can have a higher 
incidence of disease.

FSA now accepting 
pollinator habitats in CCRP 


Kentucky USD A Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) State 
Executive Director John W. 
McCauley, announced that 
pollinator habitats, which 
support a variety of pollinator 
species, will now be accepted 
as a Continuous Sign-up 
Conservation Reserve 
Program (CCRP) practice. 
CCRP is a voluntary program 
that helps producers apply 
conservation practices to 
safeguard environmentally 
sensitive land. 

Pollinator habitats are 
areas of permanent vegetation 
located in an agricultural 
landscape: field edges, field 
middles, odd comers, or any 
agricultural location that is 
suitable for establishing polli¬ 
nator habitat. 

Pollinators provide a very 
important ecological service. 
Approximately three quarters 
of all flowering plants rely 
upon external assistance to 
pollinate their flowers. In 
addition to agricultural crops 
such as fruits and many veg¬ 


etables, these plants include 
seed producing wildflowers, 
fruit producing shmbs and nut 
producing trees which pro¬ 
vide a source of food for 
many wildlife species. 
Studies indicate that birds, 
bees, bats, and other pollina¬ 
tors are in significant decline 
across the country and around 
the world. Nearly 80 percent 
of the crops grown in the 
world require pollination. In 
the United States, insects pol¬ 
linate crops that producer $40 
billion worth of products 
annually. 

Participants of newly 
enrolled pollinator habitat 
practices are eligible to 
receive a $150 CRP Sign-up 
Incentive Payment (SIP) per 
acre. The SIP is a one-time 
payment issued to CRP par¬ 
ticipants after the contract is 
approved. The following 
practices qualify for the $150 
SIP: 

* Pollinator Habitats; 

* Wetland Restoration and 
Wetland Restoration (non- 


floodplain) practice which 
restores the functions and val¬ 
ues of wetland ecosystems 
that have been devoted to 
agricultural use and; 

*Habitat Buffers for 
Upland Birds practice which 
provides food and cover for 
quail and 

* upland birds in cropland 
areas 

The SIP for all other con¬ 
tinuous sign-up practices 
remains unchanged at $100 
per acre. 

Continuous CRP sign-up 
allows participants to submit 
offers for selected CCRP 
practices to enroll in CRP at 
anytime instead of waiting for 
a General CRP sign-up peri¬ 
od. Participants and offered 
lands must meet certain eligi¬ 
bility requirements to be 
accepted into the program.

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New law to protect agritourism operators, participants 
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A new state law will pro¬ 
vide Kentucky agritourism 
destinations with limited 
liability protection when it 
takes effect on July 11. 

The law requires venues 
such as wineries, orchards, 
and corn mazes to warn vis¬ 
itors that they are assuming 
the risk of participating in 
the activities of the opera¬ 
tion. The law, filed as 
House Bill 440, was passed 
by the General Assembly 
and signed into law earlier 
this year. 

“Agritourism operations 
provide customers the 
opportunity to have fun on 
the farm while at the same 
time educating them about 
Kentucky’s farm heritage,” 
Agriculture Commissioner 
James Comer said. 

“However, customers need 
to understand that there are 
inherent risks in any agri¬ 
tourism activity. 

“This law protects agri¬ 
tourism participants and 


operators. We want people 
to have fun on Kentucky 
farms in a safe manner, and 
we want our farmers to take 
every precaution to keep 
their customers safe.” 

The law creates a new 
section of KRS 247.800 to 
247.810 requiring agri¬ 
tourism attractions to post 
an 18-by-24-inch warning 
sign stating that, in the 
absence of operator negli¬ 
gence: “You are assuming 
the risk of participating in 
this agritourism activity.” 
The law provides limited 
liability protection if the 
injury or death of a partici¬ 
pant results from the inher¬ 
ent risks of the agritourism 
activity and/or in the 
absence of negligence. 

If the agritourism opera¬ 
tion chooses not to post a 
sign, the law requires the 
operator to show a written 
warning to participants and 
have them sign a waiver 
releasing the farm from lia¬ 


bility should an injury or 
death occur. 

“We’re encouraging our 
agritourism operators to do 
both,” Kentucky 

Agritourism Director Ben 
Shaffar said. “Farm fami¬ 
lies operating agritourism 
activities need to know that 
the new law doesn’t prohib¬ 
it lawsuits; it just provides a 
layer of protection in the 
event of a litigious situa¬ 
tion. It’s also in no way a 
substitute for insurance. 

“Liability is the No. 1 
inhibitor for farmers look¬ 
ing to diversify into agri¬ 
tourism. We hope this law 
will be a new catalyst for 
growth in Kentucky.” 

After Indiana passed a 
similar law last summer, 
that state received more 
than 100 applications for 
new agritourism operations, 
Shaffar said. Kentucky cur¬ 
rently has more than 350 
agritourism operations in its 
Kentucky Farms Are Fun 


program, which is the offi¬ 
cial state agritourism mar¬ 
keting program. 

Previous attempts to turn 
the bill into a law failed in 
2004 and 2006. North 
Carolina, Tennessee, and 
Virginia passed similar laws 
to protect their agritourism 
operators from lawsuits. 

“This law has been 11 
years in the making,” 
Commissioner Comer said. 
“On behalf of our agri¬ 
tourism operators, I want to 
thank the legislators who 
sponsored this bipartisan 
bill, Rep. Mike Denham 
(D-Maysville) and Sen. 
Jimmy Higdon (R- 
Lebanon).” 

Agritourism operators 
may purchase the plastic 
warning signs from the 
Kentucky Department of 
Agriculture at cost for $1.75 
each.
